POTASH  FED  DAHLIAS 

Potash  Fed  Dahlias  is  a  catchy  phrase,  but  if  potash 
is  used  exclusively,  the  result  would  be  disastrous.  As 
with  human  beings  the  plant  food  must  be  well  balanced. 
We  use  a  complete  fertilizer  known  as  4-8-6. 

4%  Nitrogen,  8%  Phosphoric  Acid,  6%  Potash. 

Nitrogen  stimulates  the  growth  of  the  plant  above 
the  ground  and  adds  to  the  size  of  the  flowers. 

Phosphoric  Acid  increases  the  fiberous  feeding  roots 
which  strengthens  the  plant  growth,  gives  substance  to 
the  flowers  and  helps  to  mature  the  tubers. 

Potash  gives  color  to  the  flowers,  vigor  and  tone  to 
the  plants  and  is  essential  in  the  formation  of  starch  in 
the  tubers.  Otherwise  they  would  not  keep  well  in  the 
winter. 

The  fertilizers  should  be  well  mixed  with  the  soil, 
should  not  come  in  contact  with  the  plant  or  tuber,  because 
it  is  liable  to  burn  them.  When  used  as  a  top  dressing 
it  should  be  well  raked  in  the  soil.
